T Hat which was in the beginning, before the World was, and is now 


mad! wavifeft, which we haut feen, and which we have taſted 
of, and which our hands have handed of the word of life; and that 
which is revealed to us inſecret of the Spirit of the Lord, that do we 
declare openly, even that which we are eye witneſſes of; For the 
Word bath took fleſh, and dwele amongſt us, and we have beheld his 
glory, as the glary of the only legot ten of the Father, Full of grace and 
er#tb :Andithisis-he who is appeared in Spirit, and made manifeſt 
for this end, that the works of the Devil might be deſtroyed;andthac 


by and through him, the God of the ſpirits of all fleſh might be re- 
'vealed; for want of whoſe knowledg the people periſn; and many (in 


divers parts of the World, as I have obſerved )are in great perplexity 


and fomeieven at their wits end, becaufe of the diſtractions, and ma- 
ny criest hat are in the World, ſome crying this is the way, and ot her 


ſome, that is the way 3 ard all of them from the Light of the Son of 
God in their own hearts and conſciences, which leads in the way of 


Liſe and peace (all who are guided by it) and out of all confuſion, and 


deſtruction bout Religion, and C hurch: Ordinances, and worſnip, 


and fuch things, about which the world is in heaps and conſuſion; 


and are preſcribing wayes and worſfiips in their own fallen wiſdom, 
and would compel all to conform thereunto, (and ſo would binde 


the conſcience of people to their wills) which ought to be left unto 


the Lord, to be exerciſed by his Power in matters of Worſhip and 

Obedience towards him; and his Prerogative is to Rule there; So 
that people muſt eicher diſobey God, or the Laws df corrupt fallen 

Man; and whether is better, judg ye. 

And this is ſad to ſee and conſider; becauſe there hath been for ſo 
many Years by- paſt, ſo much preaching, and ſo much profeſſion of 
Liberty of Conſcience, and the like, and that by men of all Profeſſions, 
as they have come into Authority one after another; and many and 


ſeeming fair Promiſes have been made by them all, that free Liberty 
E Conſcience (in things relating to God) ſhould be granted and allowed to

yet thereby men have not taken warning (though beſides; warni 
bave oft bꝛen given them in tendeꝰ love) to perform their Promiſes 
and Engagements in theſe things and all other, though much con- 
ſiſteth therein as ro their Eſtabliſbment; and on the contrary, to 
their Ruination: Neither have they learned to give the ſame liberty 
to others (in things relating to the Conſcience) as themſelves would 
deſire to have; and this is not to do as they would be done unto; 
And therein they are ſbort of fulfilling the Royal ba of God. 

- Wherefors let all people (ho ire makiffg Laws to compel mens 
conſcience) conſider how they are degenerated from God; and how 
darkneſs hath covered them, and hardneſs of heart hath ſeized on 
chem; ſo that they cannot have regard unto tender conſciences; but 
in the pride of their hearts would Fe Lords over the conſciences of 
others: Surely they are not guidedby the ſame Spirit that the Apo- 
ſtle was in the primitive times, ho ſaid ler every man be fully perſa-· 
dad in his own conſe ience, and this was true Liberty of Conſcience. + 

And notwithſtanding all the Profeſſion that there bath been, and 
yet is in the world, and the talk of God and Chriſt, and Redemption, 
and Salvation by him, yet now, when the Son of God is come, is 
there faith to be found on Earth? or are people Redeemed from the 
Earth, or ſaved from the pol lutions of the World d h tell youinay 3 
for all who err from the Light of the Son of God in them, they 
are in the Alination, and Degeneration, and are ſtrangers unto God 
and his Covenant of Peace, and Reprobate concerning that faith which 
gives the Saints victory over the world, and ſo are drove out into 
the Ear h (not redeemed from it) but are hond-ſlaves to corruption, 
and live in the pollutions of the Wotid: And in this ſtate the whole 
World lycth, notwithftanding all their Profeſſion, aggdxcalk of Reli- 
gion which is amongſt them; and ſo their fruits play manifeſt it; 
and thereby it is clearely ſeen, that their Teachers were not ſent of 
the Lord, neither have they had his Mord, nor ſtood in his Counſel 5 
therefore have they not proſitted the pebple, not turned them from 
the evil of their wayes, neither are they brought to the knowledg of 
the Truch, by which Freedom & Redemption is witneſſed : So their 
Preaching is vain, and their Faith is vain, and they remain in their 
ſins, which ſeparates them ram oy andare dead while they wy,

Wherefore all people every where, who deſire to come out of 
theſe Diſtractions, and Confuſions, and Hurryings, and Contentions 
about Faith, and Worſhip, and Ordinances, and out of the polluti- 
ons Which the World lives in, and to come into the Spirit val Worſtip 
which 51 in the Spirit aud in the Truth: To you] ſay, that is the Spirit 
e Truth in you al( in which God will be worſaipped) which reproves you of 
fin in your hearts; and as you come into obedience to that, it will bring you 
into the Spirituall Worſoip: For the Spiritual Worſnip confeſteth in O- 
bedience to the Kpirit; and this is the everlaſting Ordinance of God viz.)
